THE STORY OF OUR MISSIONS. 


The record of the work accomplished for the salvation of souls and in the 
cause of Christian civilization by our Catholic missionaries among the Indian 
‘tribes forms one of the mast heroic stories in the history of this country. And 
this is the verdict not only of those who have the privilege of being of the 
‘game faith that was preached by the Catholic missionaries to the Indians, but 
it is the opinion of all those who have taken the trouble to study the history of 
Christian missions in our land. Mr. Charles Lummis has written some of his 
mat eloquent pages in praise of the work done by the Franciscan padres on 
the Pacific coast and in New Mexico and Arisona, and many an official docu- 
‘nent Issued at Washington bears testimony to the genuine zeal of those who 
came from afar to bring to the Red Men the knowledge of the Christ. 


Among these latter testimonials none other is so deserving of being 


‘quoted at length as that of Mr. James Mooney, of the Bureau of American 


Wthmology. To the “Handbook of American Indians” he has contributed the 
article “Missions.” He gives due credit, of course, to the missionary efforts 
of all the denominations, but it is easy to see to whom the following eulogy 
especially applies: “In the four centuries of American history there is no 
more inspiring chapter of heroism, self-sacrifice and devotion to high ideals 
than that afforded by the Indian missions. Some of the missionaries were of 
noble blood and had renounced titles and estates to engage in the work; most 
of tham were of finished scholarship and refined habit, and nearly all were of 


puch exoeptional ability as to have commanded attention in any community 


and to have possessed themselves of wealth and reputation had they so 
chosen; yet they deliberately faced poverty and sufferings, exile and oblivion, 
ingratitude, torture and death itself in the hope that some portion of a dark- 
ened world might be made better through their effort.” 


This language characterizes the heroic labors of the Catholic ploneer 
missionaries and also applies to the work of men who are still engaged in 
tilling the fields once watered by the sweat and even the blood of the earlier 
heralds of the Gospel. Rev. Pather Bernard, 8. J., who is tolling among the 
Eskimos of Alaska, is said to have one of the hardest missions in the world 
today, while the Franciscans in New Mexico and Arizona are still at work 
among the poor Zumis and Hopis and Navahos, continuing the painful labors 
of their zealous predecessors. 

The history of Catholic missionary effort in previous centuries has been 
treated by such writers as Shea, “Catholic Missions;” Rev. Thomas Camp- 
bell, 8. J.. “Pioneer Priests of North America,” aad Father Zepherine Engel- 
hardt, O. F. M., in “The California Missions.” These volumes present a 
record of heroio achievement of which the Catholic of today may still be 
proud. Vertly, there were heroic men in the days gone by, and no sacrifice 
was too great when there was question of announcing to those sitting in the 
valley and shadow of death, the glad tidings of the Gospel of salvation. 

But as already observed, others there are who are walking today tn the 
footateps of the earlier missionaries. Many of them have attained distinction 
as writers on Indian life and language, and their contributions to Dthnology 
are highly esteemed. Thus Father Lacombe of the Oblate Order, as well as 
Father Morice, are well known to all students of the Mfe and custems of the 
Indians of the Northwest. The labors of the former have been described in 
an interesting volume entitied “Pather Lacombe, the Black Robe Voyageur,” 
while the latter has been honored by scientific societies fer his writings on 
the Dene Indians. In his aforementioned sketch on Missions among the In- 
dians, Mr. Mooney says of another of this brave company of present-day mis 
sionaries: “By ‘far the most noted of all the Oblate missionaries of the great 
Northwest ts Bather mile Petitot, acknowledged by competent Canadian 
authority as our ‘greatest scientific writer on the Indians and Hekimos’ (Mao 
Lean). In twenty years of labor, beginnings in 1863, he covered the whole 
territory from ‘Winnipeg to the Arctic Ocean, frequently making journeys of 
six weeks’ length on snowshoes. He was the first missionary to visit Great 
Bear Lake (1866), and the first missionary to the Kakimo of the Northwest.
